One of th# strange stories of our 
tim# ha.* bren unfolded bv Hr lx>- 
renao Dow 'Turner, Negro professor 
of English at Roosevelt college, Chi­ 
cago, who has uncovered survivals 
of 
Afflcan 
culture 
among 
the 
quarter million Negroes inhabiting 
the Rice Islands off the coasts of 
South Carolina and Georgia 
These Negroes are descendants of 
slaves who were brought to Amer­ 
ica at the time of the earliest settle­ 
ments Some of those living on the 
Islands never have been on the m ain­ 
land or seen a white man at close 
range They speak a language which 
Includes many words brought by 
their ancestors from the jungles bf 
Africa 
Dr Turner found that some of the 
words in tile Rice Island language 
had their origin in Liberia I was 
particularly interested in this be­ 
cause in 1942 when I spent some 
time at Fisherm an's Lake, Liberia. I 
was astonished to run into an Amer­ 
ican colloquialism dating back to 
slave days. It happened like this: 
Just at the time of the American 


invasion of North Africa, November 
?, I started to fly frosr. London to 
the Middle East. Because tile hight > 
normally would take us near the 
scene of the fighting, the plane was 
diverted to Liberia. From there we 
crossed to K hartum and then down 
the Nile Valley to Cairo. I got hung 
up in Fisherm an’s Lake, rn here there 
was an American military head­ 
quarters. for several days, and spent 
considerable time prowling about the 
neighboring jungles. 
As you will recall, the state of 
Liberia grew out of the labors of 
the National Colonization Society of 
America, which was organized in 
1816 to free American Negroes a n d 
colonize 
in 
Africa.

"American** Liberians now live in 
the republic and they arr descend­ 
ants of American slaves 
Am erican C ustom s 
Well, I was tram ping about among j 
some native huts in the jungle when 
I came across a native woman sit­ 
ting in front of her home and spoke 
to her. I really didn t expect to get 
an 
answer, 
thinking 
that 
she 
wouldn't understand me, and was 
surprised when she replied in good 
American I stopped to chat with 
her and during the conversation she 
employed a very old U. S. colloquial­ 
ism, which led me to ask her where 
she learned it. 
"My 
great 
grandparents 
were 
slaves tn America,” she replied, '‘and 
came here when the American set­ 
tlement was made.

dry shelter and plenty of gram. Draft 
•is an enemy of birds, and only the 
Strongs.! ones can re g j it for a 
long period of time The importance 
about checkup your birds’ shelter 
is to make sure that drafts are pre­ 
vented After you check your poul­ 
try bouses while weather is mild, do 
not hesitate to visit your birds at 
the first dav of 
rough weather 
Spend tome additional time with 
tliem. and decide lf you yourself 
would feel comfortable there. If you 
are afraid that you may have caught 
a cold, then you should not think 
th a t your birds are much less sus­ 
ceptible than you are! Their blood 
is about seven degrees hotter than 
yours Colds are easier to prevent 
than to control. They are contagious 
and if they do not kill many birds 
they will reduce the egg production 
of layers, and lower the weight of 
broilers considerably 
Take roofing paper or any useful 
m aterial which you mav have on 
hand. Cover all cracks and draft- 
causing spots. Also check your roof 
for leaks.
